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Abode, I have had many Vifits from unfortu- 
nate Fellow Sufferers who have been crofled 
in Love as well as my felf. 

Will. Wormwood, who is related to me by my 
Mother’s fide, is one of thofe who often repair to 
mefor my Advice. Wil, isa Fellow of good Senfe, 
but puts it co little other ufe than to torment him- 
felf. He isa Man of fo refined an Underftanding, 
that he can fet a Conftru@ion upon every thing to 
his own difadvantage, and turn even a Civility into 
an Affront. He groans under imaginary Injuries, 
finds himfelf abufed by his Friends, and fancies 
the whole World in a kind of Combination againft 
him. In fhort, poor Wormwood is devoured with the 
Spleen: You may de fure a Man of this Humour 
makes a very whimfical Lover. Be that as it will, 
he is now over Head and Ears in that Paffion, and 
by a very curious Interpretation of his Miftrefs’s Be- 
haviour, has in tefs than three Months reduced him- 
felf to a perfe& Skeleton. As her Fortune is infe- 
rior to his, fhe gives him all the Encouragement 
another Man could wifh, but has the Mortification 
to find that her Lover ftill Sowers upon her Hands. 
Will, is diffatisfied with her, whether theSmiles or 
Frowns upon him ; and always thinks her either too 
referved, or toocoming. A kind Word, that would 
make another ‘Lover’s Heart dance for Joy, pangs 
pocr Wil. and makes him lie awake all Night — 
As I was going on with Vill, Wormword’s Amour, 
L received a Prefent from my Bookfeller which I 
found to be The Characters of Theophraftus, Tran- 
flated from the Greek into Exglifo by Mr. Budgell. 

It was with me, as Lbelieveit wiil be withall who 
look into this Tranflation; when I had begun to 
perufe it I could not lay it by, till I had gone thro’ 
the whole Book; and was agreeably furprifed to 
meet with a Chapter in it, Entitled, 4 Difcontented 
Temper, which gives a livelier PiQure of my Coutin 
Wormvwod, than that which | was drawing for him 
my felf. 1t is as follows,

© A Difcontented Temper, is 4 frame of Mind 
* which fets a Man upon Complaining without reafon. 
© When one of his Neighbours who makes an En- 
* tertainment fends a Servant to him with a Plate 
* of any thing that is Nice, What, fays he, your 
© Mafter did not think me good enough to Dine with 
‘ him? He complains of his Miftrefs at the very 
* time fhe is carefling him, and when fhe redoubles 
* her Kiffes and Endearments, J wifh, fays he, all 
* this came from your Heart. In a dry Seafon he 
* grumbles for want of Rain, and when a Shower 
* falls, mutters to himfelt, Why could not this have 
© come fooner? Vi be happens to find a Purle of 
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‘Mony, Had it been a Pot of Gold, fays he, 
* it would have been worth ftooping for. He takes 
* a great deal of pains to beat down the Price of a 
* Slave; and after he has paid his Money for him, 
* J am fure, fays he, Thou art good for nothing, or I 
© foould not have had thee fo cheap. When a Mef- 
* fenger comes with great Joy to acquaint him that 
* his Wife is brought to Bed of a Son, he anfwers, 
© That is as much as to fay, Friend, I am poorer by 
* half to day than I was Yefterday. Tho’ he has 
* gain’d a Caufe with full Cofts and Damages, he 
* complains that his Council did not infift uponthe 
* moft material Points. If after any Mistortune 
* has befallen him, his Friends raife a voluntary 
* Contribution for him, and defire him to be Merry, 
* How is that poffible, fays he, when I am to pay 
* every one of you bis Money again, and be obliged 
* 20 you into the bargain? 


The Inftances of a Difcontented Temper which 
Theopbraftus has here made ufe of, like thofe which 
he fingles out to illuftrate the reft-of his Characters, 
are chofen with the greateft Nicety, and fullof Hu- 
mour. His Strokes are always fine and exquifite, 
and tho’ they are not fometimes violent enough to 
affeét the Imagination of a courfe Reader, cannot 
but give the higheft pleafure to every Man of a re- 
fined Tafte, who has a thorough intight into Human 
Nature. 

As for the Tranflation, I have never feen any of 
a Profe Author which has pleafed me more. The 
Gentleman who has obliged the Publick with it, has 
followed the Rule which Horace has laid down for 
Tranflators, by preferving every where the Life and 
Spirit of his Author, without fervilely copying after ' 
him Word for Word, This is what the French, 
who have moft diftinguifhed themfelves by Perfor- 
mances of this Nature, fo often inculcate when they 
advife a Tranflator to find out fach particular Ele- 
gances in his own Tongue, as bear fome Analogy 
to thofe he feesin the Original, and to exprefs him- 
felf by {uch Phrafes as his Author would probably 
have made ufe of, had he written in the Language 
into which he is tranflated, By this means, as 
well as ty throwing ina lucky Word, or a fhort 
Circumftance, the Meaning of Theophraftus is all 
along explained, and the Humour very often car- 
ried to a greater height. A Tranflator, who does 
not thus confider the different Genius of the two 
Languages in which he is concerned, with fuch pa- 
ralle! Turns of Thoughts and Expretfion as corre- 
{pond with one another in both of them may value 
himfelf upon being a faithful Interpreter; but in 
Works of Wit and Humour will never do Juitice 
to his Author, or Credit to himfelf. 

As this is every where ajudicious and a reafona- 
ble Liberty, 1 fee no Chapter in Theophraftas where 
it has been ‘fo much indulged, and in which it ~~ 
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bfolutely neceffary, as in the CharaGer of the 
Speen. 1 énd the Fcuiaer himfelf, tho’ he has 
taken Pains to qualifie it, is ftill apprehenfive that 
there may be fomething too grofs in the Defcription. 
The Reader will fee with how much Delicacy he 
has touched upon every Particular, and caft into 
Shades every thing that was fhocking in fo Naufe- 
cus a Figure.

¢ Slovenlinefs is Such a Neglect of a Man’s Per- 
¢ for, as wakes bim Offenfive to other People, The 
¢ Sloven comes into Company with a dirty pair of

¢ Grandfather ufed to do fo before him. Howe- 
© ver that hemay out-gohis lore-fathers, his Fingers 
© are covered with Warts of his own railing. He 
is as hairy as a Goat, andtakescare to let you fee 
it. His Teeth and Breath are perfe€tly well fuit- 
edto one another. He lays about him at Table 
after 2 very extraordinary manner, and takes in a 
Meal at a Mouthfal; which he feldom difpofes 
of without offending the Company.
